2. Completely reliable officer cadets and non-commissioned officers are sent 
from all parts of Czechoslovakia to this training center, which has two 
schools, Aboxt 600 non-commissioned officers per class are trained for three 
months and then commissioned as reserve officers. Selected graduates are then 
sent to the academy for carcer officers where seventy men ere trained for ona 
year. The discipline at the training center is very strict. About 35 percent 
of the men are believed to be Commuaists. Politieal schooling conducted by 
the Enlightenment Officer is not effective and students are afraid to take 
part in discussion, It is estimated that 50 percent of them would attempt to 
desert in case they were sent to fight against the West.

A heavy antiaireraft gun has a crey of JO men, a light antiaineraft gun. men. 
The heavy gun weighs 7,5°0 kg including the gua carriege whict. weighs 2,500 ke 
alone, oth heavy and light guns are towed either by Studebaker trucks or by 
armored half-tracks, depending upon surfaes conditions. The strength of an 
artillery battery ie about 150 nen imeludiug the signal pletoon.
